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No. X, A New Parasite of the Paddy Stem-Borers, 

One of the most important of the ].>add_y pests in Siam is a 
stem-borer, tlie larva of Schoenohht^ Ijlpmirtlfrr Wlk, Amongst 
othei' natural checks this is kept iu control by a small cbalcidoid 
egg-parasite* This insect is an ecto-parasite, for eacli individual 
niotli egg is not paivisitised but tiie female lays eggs under the egg 
mass of the motli on the paddy leaves and the resulting grulis devour 
the eggs of the motli before they can mature* 

1'owards tlie. end of the paddy season, Septembei- and October, 
as many as 7.^ to 90 pei' cent of egg masses liave been found to be 
parasitised. In 1929 the winter sent 12 female and 3 male specimens 
oi this insect to the Imperial Bureau of Entomology^ London, where 
fliey were examined hy Dr, Ch* Perrierc ami described by him as 
Tfdvitsfielm^^ ^^eltoenohif in the Bulletin ot Entoniological Research, 
Vol. XXII, page 290. I'he type is deposited in the British Musonim 
Dr. Fej'rierc says: *'11ns seems to be an important parasite of the 
rice-borers and has already been mentioned in the literature on rice 
pests as Tetrastich us sp. It is associated in the eggs of Rcboeiiobius 
with two or tluee species, or lV>rms, of Triehogramnui and with the 
see I ion id, PlimiUTn^ hpwftcien-^ Zebnt.” 

d'his parixsite has been found also in I l ie Malay IVninsnla anti
